AN INTERVIEW WITH 
ALLAN KING 


Super Shoot IV was dominated by 28 
year old Canadian Allan King. Reg Gale, 
Editor of the Canadian ‘“‘Bench Rest 
Shooters News,”’ the official publication 
of the Canadian Bench Rest Shooter, 
conducted an interview with King. Reg 
has given his permission to allow us to 
share that interview with you. 

The following, in my view, offers in- 
sight into the attitudes and thoughts of a 
competitor who is currently among the 
top performers. | watched Allan put 
groups together at Super Shoot IV that 
indicated conditions were near perfect, 
while most of us worked our tails off to 
simply get an acceptable group. 

The following is part of the complete 
interview. | have extracted key points 
from the excellent interview conducted 
by Reg Gale. Also present during the in- 
terview was Harold Reger. 

Reg: ‘| don’t know really where to 
start Al, but | guess it’s probably the 
toughest competition you’ve ever en- 
countered. You were up against some of

the best shooters using the best guns 
you’ve ever been against.” 

Al: ‘| think so. In bench rest Dr. Gary 
Hogsten was there .. . Cline Deere was 
shooting that class ... they are the best 
in that class. They don’t make too many 
mistakes. There was John Hollister in 
heavy Varmint, he always shoots very, 
very well. And of course there were a lot 
of NBRSA shooters, many of whom | had 
never heard of, just pheonomenally 
good shooters. Unlike anything | had 
ever encountered.” 

Reg: ‘“‘So when you got there and 
registered, did you look down the list, 
see the names of all these fantastic com- 
petitors, and simply say to yourself — 
‘hell, I’m just here for a weekend in the 
fresh air’?”’ 

Al: ‘‘No, not exactly. | went there with 
the attitude that | knew | had a couple of 
rifles that were capable of one-holing. | 
knew that if | watched myself really 
carefully, felt the wind as well as 
watched the flags, | could stand a pretty 
good chance. Mainly, | went there with 
the attitude that | am going to meet a lot 
of new people and learn a lot of new 
things. | had never shot that range 
before.”’ 

Reg: ‘‘On the way, did you have any 
second thoughts about either one of 
your guns? Did you bring more than two 
guns?” 

Al: | brought my heavy bench .308, my 
.222/45 heavy varmint for 100 yards and 
my .308 heavy varmint for 200 yards.”’ 

Reg: ‘‘Did you, at any one time, think 
that maybe any one of these 3 guns 
won't hang with what’s going to come 
up against them this weekend?” 

Al: “Not really ... | had confidence in 
them... They are all one-holers. If | do 
my part, | know they’ll go in. The loads 
that | had worked out for each were not 
sensitive to temperature variations. The 
weather that weekend was of no real 
concern to me.” 

Reg: ‘Which type of rifle were you 


shooting in this class (bench rest) 
then?” 

Al: ‘‘l used a bag gun.” 

Reg: ‘‘Well, outside of the fact that you 
don’t own a rail job, why did you decide 
to go against these iron monsters with a 
bag gun? Is it because you felt more in 
control shooting a gun off bags or 
because you felt the other guns weren't 
shot so well?” 

Al: ‘I’m not really sold on the rail 
guns. In heavy mirage they’re the hot tip, 
so to speak. But if you have rapidly 
changing weather conditions | think 
you’re much further ahead with the bag 
gun.” 

Reg: ‘Why? Can you ‘hold around” a 
little bit with the bag gun whereas it’s a 
bit troublesome to adjust machine rests 
on arail job?” 

Al: ‘Absolutely. You can hold around 
and you can change your mind at the 
last second. You can move it quicker, 
definitely ... | believe of the top ten guns 
in the unlimited class four of them were 
bag guns. Amundgaard was first at 100 
yards in that class and | think he shot a 
bag gun.” 

Harold: ‘‘Ten shot groups?” 

Al: ‘Ten shots ... the only way...” 

Reg: ‘“‘Okay, when did you get the first 
realization that you might have some- 
thing going here?”’ 

Al: “About the 3rd match at 200 yards 
in the unlimited class.” 

Harold: ‘‘When it was time to take up 
your bench for your relay did you sit 
there talking to your neighbor or were 
you watching prevailing conditions .. .” 

Al: ‘‘Even before the match had even 
started | was out there watching flags, 
trying to figure out which flags were 
lying to me and which ones were indicat- 
ing true. Did the wind on the side of my 
face correspond with whichever flag 
was indicating it. And as soon as the 
match had started it was just like | was in 
my own world-total involvement.” 

Reg: ‘‘When you have to shoot a 10 
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shot group upstairs, how many sighters 
do you shoot downstairs (on the 
sighter).”’ 

Al: “‘When they all start going in one 
hole on the condition | have picked then 
| start going upstairs ... maybe 3, 3 at 
least | would guess.” 

Reg: “You were shooting a .308 in the 
big gun class. Did you do a lot of holding 
around during conditions which weren’t 
what you wanted or did you wait it out?”’ 

Al: ‘Well, | don’t think you can beat a 
.30 in a heavy bench gun but | don’t 
think in a varmint class they’re the 
answer. The reason for this is because in 
avarmint gun you have enough to worry 
about down there without having to wor- 
ry about how to hold the gun. And hold- 
ing it correctly in a 13 1/2 Ib. gun or 10 
1/2 lb. gun is very, very important in the 
.308. In the heavy bench gun you don’t 
have that problem any more. It’s so 
massive, your torque control is virtually 
perfect, your recoil is negligible...” 

Reg: “ . . . the quality of shooting 
being done there (in heavy varmint 
class) was really outstanding .. .” 

Al: ‘Yes ... You know, this Jesse Cor- 
der is quite a shooter . . . He will sit up 
there at the bench and he will watch for 
his condition and then he’ll go bang, 
bang, bang, just as fast as he can stuff 


them in the chamber. And if that condi- 
tion changes, he’ll sit there for five 
minutes or whatever and wait till it 
comes around again.” 

Reg: ‘‘And the load?” 

Al: ‘‘This is very interesting, as far as 
the Federal components are concerned. 
| took my pet loads down there and for 
some reason | didn’t feel quite right 
about using them... So | got a brand 
new box of Federal brass, | didn’t turn 
the necks, and | used the McCracken 
bullets. | seated the bullets in them and | 
went over them with a micrometer and 
made sure they were all within a few ten 
thou. of each other. | got 17 out of 20 that 
were all nearly identical. | checked them 
for length and then fireformed them in 
my first 10-shot match, the warm-up, and 
it was .241”...” 

Reg: ‘If you were going to give any 
tips on how to properly use a .30 cal. 
what would you add.. .?” 

Al: ‘If a guy was going to shoot a .30 
he has to know what he’s letting himself 
in for. | think he has to shoot the .30 the 
same as he would shoot a deuce. 
Because of the big advantage of a .30 is 
that if you make a mistake it’s gonna 
cost you a lot less than it would with a 
.22, but you dare not make the mistake of 
using a .30 as acrutch, thinking you can 


get away with something. You still have 
to dope .. . Secondly, you have to know 
how to hold it consistently .. .” 

Reg: “Could you recommend a good 
load to start with in a .308?”’ 

Al: ‘‘In my opinion, if it doesn’t work at 
100 yards with 39 grains of Hodgdon’s 
4895, it’s probably not going to work at 
all. That load works perfectly in almost 
every .308 | have ever seen in a 14” twist 
barrel with the 168 gr. bullet.” 

Harold: “If you could nail down some 
of the improvements made in bench rest 
over the past 4 or 5 years Allan, what 
would you say they were .. .?”’ 

Al: ‘You're getting more people in this 
sport and the manufacturers are paying 
more attention to our needs and wants 
as far as precison equipment goes. 
We're getting really superb bullets 
offered now by manufacturers as well as 
small one-man shops, we’re getting 
scopes made distinctly for the target 
shooter, in particular the bench rest 
shooter. We’re getting some really ex- 
cellent stocks strictly for bench rest. And 
the shooters are getting good, there’s no 
doubt about that. | don’t think that 10 
years ago we would have thought that 
the day would soon come when a.3 ag- 
gregate wouldn’t win and we know now 
that in many matches at many ranges a 
.3 won't get into the money.”

RAMBLINGS 


The work with Silhouette rifles is 
progressing satisfactorily. The 7mm on 
the 6mm case, essentially the 7x57 shot 
very well in 10 inch twist using 162 HPBT 
Hornadys. The heavy sheep targets at 
500 meters always fell over when hit with 
a load of 38 to 39 grains of 4895. 

Nevertheless, my conclusions were 
that the recoil did bother me. The first 
relay scores at Ridgway were always 
better than the second relay. So what 
conclusions would you draw? 

Anyway, the 6.5 on the same chamber 
gave a better score on the second relay 
in the first match. There were no failures

in 6 hits on the sheep, this included the 
practice shots as well at the match 
score. 

A 9” twist in the 6.5 using the Sierra 
140 HPBT gave some unexplained wide 
shots. The 8” Hart barrel presently as- 
sembled on the rifle seems to have elimi- 
nated the wide ones. 45 grains of Norma 
205 does so well that no change from 
this load is contemplated. The price of 
the new Norma Magnum rifle powder of 
$8/400 gms or $9.07/Ib. in lots of less 
than 100 Ibs. gives one second thoughts 
about using Norma powders. More on 
the 6.5 at a later date. 

You may be interested in the reason

200 & 300 yard 
HV, LV, BR & EXP (Combined) 
Mainville Sportsmen’s Club 
Mainville, Pa. 
September 4 & 5, 1976

The 1976 200 and 300 yard champion- 
ship was hosted by the Mainville group 
for the second time. They held the first of 
their championships in 1974. The efforts 
this time reflected added years and ex- 
perience. 

Additons to the range included more 
benches, a better range control building, 
which housed the rangemaster, cleaning 
areas and the scoring crew; plus general 
improvements to the grounds. It was an 
obvious improvement in an already good 
facility. 

About the only thing which did not im- 
prove from 1974 was the weather. That 
year it was balmy and overcast for most 
of the time. That was reflected in many 
new records. 1976 was not as kind 
although Norm Dixon did establish a 
Light Varmint small group at 300 yard 
record by virtue of it being the first Light 
Varmint 300 yard match. His .675 was 
record book material no matter what the 
weather. Beyond that bright spot the rest 
was frightening. 

Windy is almost too calm a word to de- 
scribe that weekend. Disqualifications 
were the rule of the day for many as the 
gusts could not make up their mind 
about velocity or direction. 

Only the Heavy Bench and Experimen- 
tal shooters felt calm winds at 300 yards. 
This was due mainly to the late start of 
the big gun matches. It was so late that 
the warm-up was bypassed and only 5 
record matches were fired. All competi- 
tors were given ample time to zero the ri- 
fles and the relay was started. Only by 
doing this could the entire contest be 
completed on Sunday. All on hand har- 
bored no wish to suffer again on Monday 
so it was finished as described. 

Attendance this year was up a bit from 
last year. Apparently the competitors are 
giving this contest the serious look it so 
honestly deserves. Here is a place for 
shooters to shine as the records have 
plenty of room for improvement (or 
reduction depending on your point of 
view). The challenge is obvious and the 
winner earns the title here more than 
anywhere else on the circuit. 

There are those who still cast it as a 
lottery and a gamble of the highest 
order. It is hard to understand their logic 
yet they continue to bad-mouth the 300 
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yard line without much effort to learn the 
game and its interesting problems. A lit- 
tle effort would reveal huge rewards for 
those who give it a try. 

One-hole-ism has become a social 
disease with many benchresters to the 
point where a group which is not round, 
eliptical or triangular is worse than 
death itself. How silly this is for we are 
all very vocal in support of each ac- 
curacy development as it aids 
marksmanship. Marksmanship is a 
necessity at 300 yards. 

Sometimes the 100 and 200 yard 
events become demonstrations of the 
capabilities of rifles rather than 
marksmanship contests. Only at 300 
yards, on any day, can equipment take a 
back seat to a good marksman. For the 
doubters we offer a challenge to see if 
marksmanship is up to equipment. Back 
to the report. 

At 200 yards the Benchrest and Ex- 
perimental shooters took little time to 
realize that John Eaton was in command 
again. When it was all over John carried 
away the small group award with -.778 
and took first place with .4895. That is 
the powder he uses also. 

Following along were Bob Adamowicz 
with .5225, Allan King with .6120, Homer 
Culver with .6126 and Jim Stekl with 


.6324. As can be noted the differences in 
the top five grew rapidly. 

The Heavy Varmint shooters were in 
for a shooting lesson. Paul Olewine held 
things together at 200 yards for a fine 
.4338 win. Allie Euber came down from 
Vermont to take second with .4702. 
Wally Hart finished third with .5318 
followed by John Fournier at .5352 and 
Joe Vinci with .5374. Donalee Stekl took 
small group with a .427. 

Light Varmint action found Allie Euber 
on top at 200 yards with .4514, followed 
by Jack Deming, who took small group 
with .419, at .4584. Third went to Gordy 
Euber with .4750, followed by John 
Yanosey at .4970 and Gary Long at 
.5090. 

Moving the targets back to 300 yards 
for the Benchrest and Experimental boys 
found things a bit rougher. John Eaton 
remained in charge with a small group of 
1.048 and first place with .4193.

During 1976 John has managed to 
convincingly win everything that both 
organizations have to offer for the big ri- 
fles.

His accomplishments should be noted 
and remembered for it will be a long time 
till we can see such steady shooting 
over such a variety of conditions; and 
against such a vast variety of excellent 
competitors.

We agree that it was thrilling and ex- 
tend our very best to John for such an 
excellent summer. May it set a goal for 
all of us. 

Back at the 300 yard Benchrest and 
Experimental action Bob White was in 
second place with a distant .6139. John 
Trela took third with .6152 while Gordy 
Euber finished fourth at .6391. Gordy 
was using his Light Varmint rifle and en- 
joyed himself a great deal, as Gordy al- 
ways does. Al Cupo finished the top five 
with .6406. 

Heavy Varmint 300 yard competition 
saw Paul Olewine stay in charge with a 
.5256. Allan King followed with .5610 
with Jack Deming in third at .5758. Gary 
Long took fourth with .5887 and John 
Fournier rounded out the top five with 
6157. Joe Vinci had small group with a 
near record .559. 

The Light Varmint shooters were 
paced by Paul Wothe at .6801. Paul, re- 
cently back to shooting after a long 
layoff due to a back operation, appar- 
ently remembered how to shoot as he 
was way ahead of Bob White who posted 
a .7235. From here up the distance in- 
creased rapidly. John Fournier found 
third with .7400, Gary Long took fourth 
again with .7935 and yours truly, Ritchie 
Moorhead, fell into fifth with .8085. 

Norm Dixon captured a new Light Var- 
mint 300 yard group record with a .675. It 
was fired during the warm-up match 
which was the only decent relay for the 
Light Varmint group. Our best to Norm 
for this nice bit of shooting.

Involvement with the benchrest 
shooter is nothing new for Lyman/Sierra 
Products. For many shooters, the old 
Target Spot was the scope. Then the 
LWBR 20X came along, and quickly 
became the dominant glass in the 
Sporter and Varmint classes. Most re- 
cently, the 6X-P with parallax adjust- 
ment, and 1/8 minute clicks has been in- 
troduced for the Hunter Class shooters. 

Sierra’s 52 grain HP’s have enjoyed 
many years of popularity. They were 
followed, just two years ago, by a superb 
70 grain .243, which must be one of the 
most quickly accepted bullets in the 
history of benchrest. 

In 1973, when Ohaus Scale was hard 
at work trying to get the first Super 
Shoot off the ground, Lyman/Sierra Pro- 
ducts was among the first to sign up — 
and they have continued to play a major 
part in that event’s continued success.

Possibly the most unique feature of the 


program is it’s reliance upon shooter 
participation. 
BENCHREST PERSON OF THE YEAR 

This is a program which features 
acknowledgement of the man or woman 
who has contributed the most to 
benchrest during the past 12 months. It 
is designed to honor contributions to 
benchrest outside the area of shooting 
accomplishments — to thank those who 
actively involve themselves in furthering 
the cause of benchrest. 

The actual award, a magnificent silver 
bowl, will be awarded annually at the 
Super Shoot. It is awarded on the basis 
of votes cast by competitive shooters, 
those best qualified to appreciate an in- 
dividual’s contributions. Skip Gordon, 
who received the award in 1975, sum- 
med it up this way: 

“Nothing can match this. . .

with that given by one’s peers.

ROBERT W. HART MEMORIAL TROPHY 


Over a period of years, the late Bob 
Hart worked closely with Lyman and 
Sierra personnel. His passing was a per- 
sonal loss to many in Middlefield and 
Santa Fe Springs. 

The Robert W. Hart Memorial Trophy 
will be awarded annually to the Grand 
Aggregate winner of the Super Shoot’s 
“2nd gun.” 

The Super Shoot was selected 
because it is held on ranges in all areas 
of the country, thus giving a maximum 
number of competitors the opportunity 
to vie for the trophy. 

In 1975, the Robert W. Hart Memorial 
Trophy was won by NBRSA Director, 
and Past President, George Kelbly, who 
fired a .4756 Light Varmint Grand Ag- 
gregate. 

In 1976 the trophy went to Canadian 
Allan King for his unlimited class win 
with a .3972 grand aggregate. 


BENCHREST MUSEUM 

The Lyman/Sierra Benchrest Museum 
will ultimately be established in Mid- 
dlefield, Connecticut, in space donated 
by the Company. It is hoped, eventually, 
the museum will become the repository 
of memorabilia tracing the history of the 
sport. In time, plans call for displays that 
will include record targets, prototype ri- 
fles and actions, a library, barrel and 
bullet making procedures and reloading 
equipment. At this time Wally Hart in- 
forms me that his Dad’s first Hart 1-A ac- 
tion and rifle, with~which he won so 
many matches in his last year, has been 
donated to the Museum.
